WASHINGTON, May 10.— The Japa- 


nese legation has received the following 


cablegram from Tokio: 


"Admiral Kfttaoka reports that on 


May 14, our torpedo boat flotilla, contin- 
ued sweeping operations under cover of 
the fleet. 
The enemy constructed tem- 


porary batteries on the promontory at 
Kerr bay, Talionvan, mounting six field 
.guns beside a hastily constructed fort 
and with one company of soldiers stub- 
bornly resisted our attack. Our torpe- 
do flotilla, .defying the enemy's fire, car- 
ried <iu« the operations and -destroyed 
five mines laid by the enemy. Unfortu- 
nately ono of the mines exploded and 
sunk our cruiser Miyako. In this acci- 
dent MX men wero killed besides theJAvo 
who were wounded durirg the fight." 


DETAILS OF DISASTER. 


TOKIO, May 10.— The Miyako was lost 


Tvhilo assisting in the operations of clctir- 
in" the Russian mines from Kerr bay, 
no'rtheast of Tnlicmvan bay on which 
Port Dalny i« situa'.r.i. Admiral Kcta- 
oka, commander of the Third squadron. 
returned ther,; Sunday with a detach- 
ment of his squadron, protecting two 
flotillas of torpedo boats, which - hail 
been detailed to complete the sweeping 
of the harbor by the removal of mines. 
Five mines were discovered and explod- 
ed and the work was being suspended for 
the day when the lliynko struck an un- 
discovered mine which exploded with tre- 
mendous force under the stern on the 
port Bide and inflicting immense damage 
on the hull. The Miyako sank in two 
minutes. Two sailors were killed 
and 


twenty-two men were wounded. The 
rest o'f the crow were rescued. 


The news' of the loss. of the Miyako 


has been sorrowfully received in Tokio. 
The dangerous character of the work in 
which the Miyako was engaged is gener-

Put the'chopped beef in the 
bottom of a sauce pan and pour over it 
a pint of cold water. Let it soak for 
about nn hour nnd a half, then stand the 
sauce pan, closely covered, over a slow 
fire and let the contents heat till the 
beef looks brown. Or let it just simmer 
a few minutes, then strain it through a 
fine strainer—not through a sieve, as 
beef tea should ,not be clear. 
Season 


with enough salt to make it palatable, 
but put no other seasoning in unless so 
directed by the attending physician. 


Beef Juice 'on Toast.—Broil a thick 


piece of round steak over very hot coals 
or under a very hot gas broiler till med- 
ium rare. Then lay it on a hot plate, 
nnd with a shnrp knife score the steak 
in .ill directions. After scoring it, put 
the beef in a beef squeezer^ or, if you 
have no squeezer, put 
it in a lemon 


squeezer, and press the juice out over a 
delicately made niece of toast. Or press 
it into a cup, to be given as a beverage, 
a teaspoonful at a time. Use only salt 
as a seasoning.

of the Third squadron. Tho admiral ar- 
rived at Kerr bay csxrly in the morning 
niid deUchc.d the cruisers Itsukushimn, 
Nisshin and Miyako, ordering them to 
bombard the' land b»ttcrios while a flo- 
tilVof torpedo bouts swept the harbor 
for mines. A second flotilla of torpedo 
bouts, which had been engaged in guard- 
ing Port Arthur the previous night, join- 
ed the squadron and begun the work of 
surveying tho harbor. 


Thf Miynko discovered a company of 


Russian infantry and a detachment of 
cavalry on shore nnd dispersed them. 


The survey was completed at 3 o'clock 


in the «fterjioon. 


Two torpedo bouts that were rcconnoi- 


tcring «ncl removing mines on tho west 
shore of Kcrr bny discovered a tele- 
graph lino running along tho .Takushnn 
peninsula. In order to .destroy it Lieut. 
Ilotta and four sailors landed nnd scaled 
. tho heights under the protection of the 
guns of tho torpedo boats and cut tho 
line. 


SHELLED RUSSIAN TROOPS. 


The Japanese vessels then discovered 


three bodies of Russian troo, , one large 
and two small ones, whereupon the squa- 
dron advanced close to the shore nnd 
shelled them. 


Tho Miynko, which wna rcconnoiter- 


Jnp in Deep bay, discovered .a Bussian 
guard post on a mountain to the north- 
west of Kobinsou promontory and do- 
strovcd it. 


A Russian force estimated at ten com- 


p»ni-s took refuge, behind an eminence 
but it was dispersed by the Japanese. 


Torptdo bouts Nos. -IS and 49 discover- 


ed a large mechanical mine in Kcrr bay. 
Their various attempts to blow it up 
failed, and it suddenly exploded of itself. 
cutting Xo. 48 in two. The torpedo boat 
sank in "even minutes. Tho squadron 
hurried boats to the rescue nnd picked 
.up the wounded. Three

were discovered nnd exploded. The squa- 
dron completed its

DELEGATES WEBE NAMED 


Resolutions Adopted Endorsing Gover 


nor's and Roosevelt's Administra- 


tion—Unit Kule Commenced 


in Second. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—The Japa- 


nese legation has received the following 
cablegram from Tokio: 


"Admiral Kntaokn. reports that or 


May 14, our torpedo boat flotilla, contin 
lied sweeping operations under cover of 
the fleet. The enemy constructed tem- 
porary batteries on the promontory at 
Kcrr bay, Tulicnwan, mounting six field 
guns beside a hastily constructed fort 
and with one company of soldiers stub- 
bornly resisted our attack. Our torpe- 
do flotilla, .defying the enemy's fire, car- 
ried out the operations and destroyed 
fire mines laid by the enemy. Unfortu- 
nately one of the mines exploded and 
sunk our cruiser Miyako. In this acci- 
dent »ix men were killed besides the two 
who -were wounded during the fight." 


DETAILS OF DISASTER. 


TOKIO, May 10.—The Miyako was lost 


while assisting in the operations of clear- 
ing the Russian mines from Kerr bay, 
northeast of Tnlienwan boy on which 
Port Dalny is situated. Admiral Kata- 
oka, commander of the Third squadron, 
returned thera Sunday with a detach- 
ment of his squadron, protecting two 
flotillas of torpedo boats, which - had 
been detailed to complete the sweeping 
of the harbor by the removal of mines. 
Five mines were discovered and explod- 
ed and the work was being suspended for 
the day when the Miynko struck an un- 
discovered mine which exploded with tre- 
mendous force under the stern on the 
port side and inflicting immense damage 
on the hull. The Miyako sank in two 
minutes. Two "sailors were killed and 
twenty-two men were wounded. The 
rest of the crew were rescued. 


The news of the loss of the Miyako 


has been sorrowfully received in Tokio. 
The dangerous character of the work in 
which the Miyako was engaged is gener- 
ally appreciated, but it was thought that 
the loss of torpedo boat No. 48 under 
similar circumstances Thursday 
last 


would serve as a warning to those en- 
gaged in the work to exercise the great- 
est csre. 


NEW CHWANG, May l!>, morning.— 


There is an unconfirmed native rumor 
here that heavy lighting took place in 
the direction of Liao Yang yesterday. 
The report of big guns was faintly 
heard east of New Chwang at 5 o'clock 
this morning. The Russo-Chinesi bank 
has been moved to the French, consulate. 


WASHINGTON, May '16—An 'intima- 


tion has reached the officials here to the 
cffccj; that a great battle is imminent in 
the vicinity of Liao Yang where 
the 


Russians are determined to make a 
stand. The rumor cannot be traced to 
its source. 


CHE FOO, May 16, 4 p; ml—A combin- 


ed land and sea attack on Port Arthur 
is expected to take place between May 
20 and May 23. 


The Japanese hope to occupy Port 


Dalny within a few days. Dalny is not: 
fortified, the only fort in the vicinity 
being one midway between Talienwan 
and Kin Chou. After; the destruction 
of the submarine mines at Talienwan, 
the Japanese intend to land additional 
troops there and,commence an attack 
on Port'Arthur. 


-A Japanese officer informed tlie cqr- 


respondent of the Associated Press that 
the Japanese are ready to lose two thou- 
sand men in .the attack; This he did 
not consider to be a large number in 
view of the great percentage of sick and 
wounded who would be able to retake 
the field as a result of modern "hospital 
equipment,. Well informed Chinese say 
that the entrance to Port Arthur-is not 
blocked. 


PORT ARTHUR CUT OFF. 


NEW CHWANGj May 15.—The Rus- 


sians now admit that the railroad is 
practically closed to Port Arthur. Noth- 
ing has be'en heard from there by wire 
for three days and 'six days' mail con- 
signed to points south of Hsiu Yen was 
returned this afternpon. The furniture 
of the administration buildings here had 
been taken away.. The .Russians say

THE FAMUT CIRCUC. 


Worfc—To make your bead save your 


heels is an old, old maxim, but it is one 
that, women do not follow as strictly aa 
they should. Particularly Trhere a wom- 
an does her own work, or most of it, 
with a day's help once or twice a week, 
is the saving of one's steps important; 
yet how many housewives are prodigal 
of. their strength! To sit down, as much 
aa possible, to lie down for a few min- 
utes -whenever a little pause OCCTTB in" 
the procession of duties—these make an 
appreciable difference in the sum total of 
fatigue which one / carries -with one to 
bed. Most women who work do so be- 
yond their strength. They are inclined 
to take things hard, while men take', 
things easy.' Women wear out faster 
and earlier than men, and one reason 
seems to be not that they tfbrk harder 
than men, but that they do not take 
such good care of .themselves. The man 
who works eight or ten hour* a day is 
satisfied to let it rest at that,-but most 
women who have a home and children to 
look after work from twelve to fourteen 
hours a day, and they have no Saturday 
half holidays either. Sunday, so far as 
work goes, often brings little chance for 
relaxation.'1 No wonder that fatigue ac- 
cumulates on the wife and will not be 
shaken off, or that the wrinkles form a 
tiny network around, her eyes, and the 
hair shows gray-on the temples. It is 
easier and better to rest as you go along 
than to have n severe fit of sickness or 
degenerate into a,w;prn-out, nervous in- 
valid.

Dishes for the Invalid.—Beef 
Ten.— 


For beef tea thb beef must be quite lean 
and chopped fine.: For a pint of beef tea 
use a pound of beef, arid have it chopped 
fine in the market and weighed after it 
is chopped. Put the'chopped beef in the 
bottom of a ,sauce pan and pour over it 
a pint of cold, water, Let it soak for 
about an hour and a half, then stand the 
sauce pan, closely covered, over a slow 
fire and let the contents heat till the 
beef looks brown. Or let it just simmer 
a few minutes, then strain it through a 
fine strainer—no-f through a sieve, as 
beef tea should .not be clear. 
Season 


with enough salt to make it palatable, 
but put no other seasoning in unless so 
directed by the attending physician. . 


Beef Juice on Toast.—-Broil n thick 


piece of round steak over very hot coals 
or under a very hot gns broiler till med- 
ium rare. Then lay it on a hot plate, 
and with a sharp knife score the steak 
in all directions. After scoring it, put 
the beef in a beef squeezer, or, if you 
have no squeezer, put 
it in a lemon ! 


squeezer, and press the juice out over a 
delicately made piece of toast. Or press 
it into a cup, to be given as a beverage, 
n teaspoonful at a time. Use only salt 
as a seasoning. 


Cleaning 
Carpets.—Doubtless 
one 


would hesitate before applying it to one's 
best carpet, but there is a new carpet 
renovator out worthy the attention of 
housekeepers. It is a paste, such as one 
buys for a glove cleaner,'(and when rub- 
bed it makes a lather. When, this has 
been allowed to remain on the carpet a 
few minutes it is removed by means of 
a scraper, which is part of the outfit, and 
behold! the colors of the textile come 
out bright and undimmed as when first 
purchased.

A Good Substitute for Feathers.— 


Feathers and down are expensive, but if 
you know a bank where the cat-tail 
grows you can have down pillows galore 
for the mere making. You must know 
that the fluff of tho ripe cat-tail, which 
may be gathered in July or August, 
makes a pillow equaled only by down it- 
self. So be provident this year, and if 
you live near a lake or pond get you n 
•harvest of cat-tails for future use. You 


, will find them the most inexpensive and 
satisfactory material you can employ for 
this purpose. If it should be your fate 
to live in a section of the country'whev,c 
cat-tails do not grow, then substitute tho 
silk Jrpni milkweed pods. 
Gather the 


pods in the fall of the year, hang them 
away in'paper bags to dry, and they 
Kill burst open before the winter'is ovai 
and can be made into pillows in the early 
spring. 


To Wash Blankets.—It is not eonipati- 


t>le with sanitary principles to have 
blankets that are constantly slept under 
dry-cleaned; they should be washed. Cut 
in fine pieces some good* ioap and boil 
to a jelly with soft water. Some house- 
keepers save all the pieces of soap and 
put them in a tin san, where they are 
preserved until time for washing blank- 
ets. 
Put some of the boiled map in 


warm soft water, to which add two 
large tablespoonful* of borax, this being 
to every tub of water. ThU makes go'od 
lather, in which give the blankets two 
washings, after • which rinse them in 
plenty of warm water slightly blued. 
Wring out thoroughly, giving a vigor- 
ous shaking and hang out to dry1. Take 
thian in if weather is inclement, place 
them in the clothes basket; cover with 
a, cloth 
and stand in kitchen. They 


should be given four: or five days of sun- 
shine, that they 
may be thoroughly 


dried.

New kid gloves, if warmed before the 


fire, may be put on without difficulty. 


To clean a sponge, rub half a fresh 


lemon thoroughly in/to it and rinse in 
several lukewarm waters. 


It is effective as a furniture polish. 


Mahogany can be freed from th«t blue, 
smoky film by the use of a, few drops of 
oil mixed with a little water. 


Gasoline put on stains on a white silk 


shirt waist, followed, by as 'much lump 
magnesia as the gasoline will take up, 
well rubbed in, will generally 
remove 


the stains. 


Unslaked lime or plaster of pans, mix- 


ed with white of egg to the consistency 
of cream, is said to produce »n excellent 
homj-made cement for mending broken 
china. 


The medicine chest may usefully in- 


clude a gargle, and one to be recom- 
mended contains eighty grains of chlor- 
ate of potash and half a drachm of di- 
lute hydrochloric and in eight ounces of 
water.

Flotirons nho'uld be washed every week 


and. always kept in a clean, dry place. 
Few housekeepers use sufficient-wax in 
ironing. Do not allow your irons to be- 
come red-hot, as they will never again 
retain the heat. 


Brooms will last longer if they are 


dipped, before using, in hot soapsuds un- 
til thoroughly soaked. If dipped in hot, 
soapy wash water weekly the splints will 
become tough, though flexible. Put a 
screw-eye in the end of the handle, by 
which to suspend the broom from a 
long nail in « convenient place. 


This is an old suggestion, but it will 


bear repeating every so often: 
Pack 


away a white Bilk gown in blue wrap- 
ping papers, and place in the box, where 
they cannot touch the silk, two or three 
small cakes of white wax. This will pre- 
vent the silk from yellowing. 


It is some trouble to roast coffee in 


the house, but the result more than 
pays for the trouble. Buy the green cof- 
fee in any quantity, just so it is not too 
large,' and roast it • pound at a time. 
One expert puts the brans in a common 
iron spider with a tablespoonful of but- 
ter- and stirs over the fire until the cof- 
fee is 'quite hot. It is then put in & ih«l- 
low baking pan in a hot oven and roast- 
ed to a dark chestnut brown, stirring 
well from time to time to prevent burn- 
ing and also to allow the beans to brown 
evenly on allsides. The odor of 
the 


roasting coffee is delicious, and, l>y the 
way, acts as a clearing agent, rendering 
the atmosphere clean and fresh after the 
fragrance has disappeared. Never grind 
more coffee than is needed for a single 
browing, as the 
bean loses strength 


after grinding, 


Those who possess the knack of mak-- 


ing butter that has that fragrant flavor 
that distinguishes the product of many 
farm, dairies, often moke tho mistake of 
keeping the butter on hand too long 
after it is made before marketing it. It 
will be found that, however palatable it 
may be and however good the flavor it 
possesses when first made, it will have 
escaped nfter too long keeping. Even 
when transported long distances it loses 
its ilistinctivencss while in transit. Iii 
fact, it seems that butter which possess- 
es to' a large degree this much desired 
flavor deteriorates much quicker than 
an inferior kind. As a consequence of 
this, the farmer's wite who makes a su- 
perior article which hag a local reputa- 
tion for excellencev should endeavor to 
dispose of the product to local trade, or 
nfc least sell it so near home that it will 
be but a day or two between the churn 


and the' customer. This can be easily 
managed in almost any locality. ' 


THE TABLK. 


Old Fashioned Cream Cake.— Beat two 


eggs and turn into 'a cup. Fill the cup 
with sweet cream, add 1' cup of sugar, 
1% cups of flour and 3 level teaspoons of 
b*king powder with one-half teaspoon of 
lemon flavoring. 


Chocolate Patties. — Melt four squares 


'of chocolate and add 3 tablespoons of 
milk. Heat and add n rounding teaspoon 
of butter, a salt spoon of salt and 2 level 
tablespoons of corn starch dissolved in 
a little cold milk. Stir until thick, ^ake 
from the fire and cool. 
' 


Egg Sandwiches.— Boil eggs hard, shell 


and slice, not too thin; season with salt 
and pepper and a pinch of nutmeg; place 
between thin slices of buttered bread, 
with ' the-' crust cut off. Another way 
is to chop - the whites very fine, mash 
the yolks to a smooth paste -with a little 
melted butter, season to taste, mix and 
add a little cream. Spread on buttered 
bread. 


Warm Ginger Bread.— Beat a cup of 


butter and one of sugar together; add 
» cup of molasses and a cup of sour 
cream; beat in the yolks 'of four eggt, » 
tablespoonful of ground ginger, and 1 of 
ground 
cinnamon; a tablespoonful of 


ground cloves, 3 cups of flour, the beaten 
whites and * teaspoonful of soda, dis- 
solved in a little hot water. Bake in 
greased tins. This should not be stiff, 
but what is called "soft" gingerbread, 
and is pulled, rather 
than 
cut, into 


pieces while hot. 


, The "Invented" Salad.— A salad "in- 
vented" by a famous chef is simplicity 
itielf, but it is as fresh as the spring 
and tastes as good as the spring sun 
feels these days. To prepare this dainty 
and wholesome tidbit put a. mass of 
shredded lettuce on art ice-cold platter. 
Then arrange around 'the mound of 
green a- deep border of ''rosettes," which 
are made of watercress, tomatoes' or cel- 
ery, all cut up in fine bits. Just:"before 
this salad is brought to the table/ a fresh- 
ly mixed French dressing is poured over 


it.

TOKIO, May 13, 4 p. m.—The Japan- 


ese torpedo boat No. 48, vrm destroyed 
while removing mines from Kerr bay, 
north of Talicnwan (Port Dalny) yes- 
terday. Seven men were killed and sev- 
en were wounded. This is the first- war- 
chip Japan has lost in the war. 


The torpedo boat was lost during a 


series of bombardments and surveying 
operations at Talienwan Deep and Kerr 
bays, by Admiral Katakota, commander 
of the Third squadron. The admiral ar- 
rived at Kerr bay early in the morning 
and detached the cruisers Itsukushima, 
Nisshin and Miyako, ordering them to 
bombard the'land batteries while a flo- 
tilla of torpedo boats swept the harbor 
for raines. A second flotilla of torpedo 
boats, which had been engaged in guard- 
ing Port Arthur the previous night, join- 
ed the squadron and began the work of 
surveying the harbor. 


The Miyako discovered a company of 


Russian infantry and a detachment of 
cavalry on shore and dispersed them. 
; 


The survey was completed at 3 o'clock 


in the afternoon. 


Two torpedo boats that were reconnoi- 


tering and removing mines on the wesl 
shore of Kerr bay discovered a tele- 
graph line running along the Takushan 
peninsula. In order to destroy it Lieut 
Hotta and four sailors landed and scaled 
the heights under the protection of the 
guns of the torpedo boats and cut the 
line. 


SHELLED RUSSIAN TROOPS. 


The JajKinesc vessels then discovered 


threa bodies of Russian troot , one large 
and two small ones, whereupon the squa- 
dron advanced close to the shore and 
shelled them. 


The Miyako, which was rcconnoiter- 


Ing in Deep bay, discovered .a Russian 
guard post on a mountain to the north 
•west of Robinson promontory and de- 
stroyed it. 


A Russian force estimated at ten com- 


panies took refuge behind an eminence 
but it was dispersed by the Japanese. 


Torpedo boats Nos. 4S and 49 discover- 


ed a Itrjre mechanical mine in Kerr bay. 
Their various attempts to blow it up 
failed, and it suddenly exploded of itself, 
cutting No. 48 in two. The torpedo boat 
«»nk in seven minutes. The squadron 
hurried boats to the rescue and picked 
up the wounded. Three other 
mhiee 


were discovered and exploded.-The squ'a

A state law provides any one dissatis- 


fied with his treatment by the railroads 
may appeal to the railroad commissioner, 
•who shall examine into the complaint, 
nnd if it has sufficient merit, shall duly 
present the complaint to the 
attorney 


general whose duty it is to proceed. 
Sgain if the railroads are indebted to 
the state there is machinery to inaugu- 
rate » process of collecting the just dues. 
It is the duty of tbe state officials to 
do certain things and to many people 
it is difficult to perceive where the poli- 
tical part of it comes in.. 


The investigating committee authoriz- 


ed by tbe last legislature reported, a. 
partial report it is understood, that 
there was due the state ."807,000 on re- 
bate*, aisertcd not to have been includ- : 


ed in the gross'earnings. This report it 
it understood goes to the next' legisla 
two and it will be up to that body to 
take action. But is there indeed any ob- 
jection to the present state officials "in 
at once proceeding against" the corpora- 
tions and ascertaining" if the contention 
of the roads that the' alleged withhold-, 
iug of amounts due the state, arc the 
sums allowed upon the commodity rates 
• which admittedly have been given to all 
shipping centers and agricultural cen- 
ters alike and precisely alike, and gath- 
ering rates which 'have been of great ben- 
efit to Wisconsin people. Then also to 
be considered are rebates claimed 
to 


have been given to communities in-var 
ioiis ways as concessions for supplies for 
public purposes. Witho.ut commodity 
rates and BO called gathering rates in 
collecting agricultural products and dai 
ry products consigned to distant mar 
kets, industrial and agricultural centers 
will suffer "disastrously. From what is 
understood as the plan of the'governor 
for a purely distance tariff all this would 
be done away with. 


If the railroads in, fafit are indebted to 


this state, it is the duty of the state 
authorities to collec^it. No citizen can or 
will complain. The railroad auhorities 
are not engaged overtime in trying to 
please people, or figuring out how they 
can best serve every shipper on the same 
equal quantities. The work of the In- 
terstate Commerce commission 
shows 


even with all the drawbacks it has' to 
contend with, that the railroads are not 
guiltless of attempts to grant special 
favors, but the weight of the complaints 
and evidence shows that it is confined 'to 
the very large centers. The present in- 
vestigation in progress by the commis- 
sion at Chicago shows that the new form 
is in the allowance of preposterous re- 
bates given the combines that have a 
mile or two less of switch, off the main 
line. 


It is right and it is proper, and- it is 


the duty of state authorities to examine 
into these matters where the law pro- 
vides shippers have cause for complaints. 
All. citizens agree upon this. But there 
is no warrant for the supposition it is 
due from: the pnblic to confer continued 
political power upon anybody, and there 
is reason for believing,.to speak mildly, 
that there are others as welli conserva- 
tive, even tempered, wiHing to concede 
there are differences of opinions and of 
methods, and willing to accept from the 
public as represented through its consti- 
tuted public body the legislature, its com- 
mands. This person is Judge Emil 
Baensch of Manitowoc who will if gov- 
ernor, respect the constitutional duties 
of the legislative, the judicial and the 
executive. 


MB. BOXASAJtlTE'S VIEWS. 


According to Mr. .Charles Bonaparte 


of Baltimore this country never has en- 
joyed a government of the people, for 
the people and by the people, in the 
words_of President Abraham Lincoln. He 
says in a late lecture that this is the 
ideal to which we are working, but 
which we have not as yefc realized. Ex- 
perience proves, continues Mr. Bonaparte 
"that government in our large cities has 
not been a success. American ciyio ad- 
ministration is too largely an imitation 
of the national government, and there- 
fore not the best." 


There is of course more or less truth 


in the observations of. this eminent law- 
yer.. He does not exactly mean Repub- 
lican institutions arc in peril or that'we 
are living on the verge of a cpmingvde- 
spotism, but he does mean that"the pro-' 
cesses by which American cities are gov- 
erned, have not resulted in giving the 
people .the best governed municipalities.. 
This Qitn be -perhaps .better illustrated 
in giving the experience of men who pre- 
vious to their election to an aldermanic 
position, or some other responsible posi-! 
tion in a city government, have presum- 
ed to believe ,that they, having ideas and 
realizing the many failures of their lo-: 
cal governments to' give the results so 
much desired, and of even misgovern- 
mcnt, could of course be means of at 
Icasf. introducing needed reforms. 


But these men have as a rule run up 


directly .against the system and our Am- 
erican system with its intricate commit- 
tccism, many boards, irresponsible local 
legislators, political rings, is truly 
a 


wonder. Earnest men have found they 
have been powerless. They have found 
in most instances to secure needed im- 
provements for certain localities swaps 
must be mado, and improvements, per- 
haps not so necessary, or downright job- 
bery employed, that they get their pre- 
sumed necessities.

Men who do not 
promise to vote a certain way in a con- 
vention, or who are not pledged by reso- 
lution, are not in the least obliged lo 
vote, on certain linen unless they'belong 
to the Democratic and socialistic parties 
where the unit rules observe. In plac- 
ing a. delegate ticket before a caucus 
meeting very often leaders cither do not 
take the trouble to.be sure of their men, 
or do riot ask them, in the first place. 
Again and again it has been done of 
late frequently to put names of person?

ly known, such persons if elected, will 
not vote the way. of the framers of the 
slate.

proceedings. If it turns out a few votes 


turn "the scale and the men who were 
known not to be affiliated with, the sue- 
ceaaful slate would have influenced the 
result, the contention can be set up as 
is charged was done at Eau Claire coun- 
ty by the supporters of the governor, 
that certain delegates betrayed ' their 
'trusts,. But this is no ground for a con- 
test, for nothing but the actual votes 
can or should be counted. . This rule of 
course applies to any .political faction or 
party, for it could not be made to work 
alone one way. If the stalwarts , have 
done this in "any county, they cannot ex- 
pect delegates they placed o'n the ticket 
without understanding how they were to 
vote, or knowing they were . supporters 
of tbe governor, or never having taken 
the trouble to know the sentiments of 
those they were putting on their slate, 
and thereby losing* a district they can 
not find fault if these delegates vote con- 
trary to their wishes.

• '•" With, the 'steel trust selling its pro- 
duct in foreign markets at one-third less 
than it demands for the goods at home, 
the people of this country are entitled 
to ask that the question of gncredaess 
of the tariff be at once .settled so far- as 
that industry is concerpcd. The pres- 
ent schedules enable the trust to hold up 
the American purchaser in, a. scandalous 
manner, and it is not to be expected that 
the trust will desist from its robbery so 
long as its hand is backed by a pernic- 
ious protective syacem. The infant steel 
industry has grown to dangerous propor- 
tions, and while some protection may 
still be warranted, there is no justifica- 
tion for the continuance' pf conditions 
which make possible a soulless extortion.

A NOTED KXPI.OH.ER. , 


> Henry M. Stanley,' the noted explorer 


who died a few days ago In England, was 
beyond all question one of the -world's 
foremost •figures in the long list o( the 
heroes who taking their lifes in hand 
took;long marcJie,s through the formida 
ble wildernesses of a generation ago -in 
the very heart of the darkest continent 
It is not yet forgotten that it was this 
same Stanley, then a reporter on the 
New York erald who accepted the mis- 
sion from his editor of seeking, the secret 
of the famous explorer Livingstone from 
whom nothing had been, reported for 
many weary months, and supposed to be 
.somewhere no one could imagine where 
in Africa, or 'dead, none knew. -Stanley 
searched and found Livingstone 'and it is 
now a part of the world's history. Stan 
ley became a citizen of England after his 
years of exploring were over and was 
highly honored by both England and the 
country responsible for his sending him 
out to perform his deeds of Heroism 
glorious deeds none the less because per 
formed in the interests of peace, not o 
conquest or in war.

THE CONVENTION 


Unable to Obtain Hearing at the 


City Hall they Adjourn 


to the Court House. 


Hearst Supporters Throw Out Delegates From 


Six Towns Alleging Illegality and Retain 


Credentials After Determined fight 


to Wrest them Away. 


Hear-i delegates to 
the Democratic 


county convention held at the city hall 
this iteming elected their own chair- 
man, secretary, committee on creden- 
tials, committee on resolutions, threw 
out delegations from Raymond, Roches- 
ter, Dover, Yorkville, Norway and the 
village of Union Grove, rfcfusc-1 to rec- 
ognize anti-Hearst delegates when mo 
tions. -were made, declared them out of 
order, passed resolutions to suit them- 
selves, resulting in th<; entire anti-Hearst 
delegation bolting the convention in a 
body, amidst great confusion, hisses, ap- 
plause, cat-calls and shouts of "a dis- 
grace," "shameful 
and( "an 
outrage." 


Without an exception it' was the fiercest 
convention Racine county has ever seen 
lind when the bolters left 
there were 


just forty-nine supporters of Hearst left. 
In the opinion of those present the rul- 
ing of the chairman when anti-Hearst 
delegates attempted to get a voice, de- 
claring them out of order, was contrary 
to all rules 'nnd precedent and no doubt 
illegal in .every way. The action was1 


for the reason that the Hearst 'men 
feared that the anti-Hearst delegates had 
the majority and would beat them out 
or. the permanent organization and in 
the end get the delegates. In every 
sense of the word it was a Hearst con- 
vention, controlled by Hyland Raymond, 
Edward Schowaltcr and Henry G. Press- 
er, the latter gentleman making nearly 
every motion put for the Hearst men. 


CUT AND DRIED AFFAIR. 


Previous to the holding of the conven- 


tion the Hearst delegates had held a 
caucus and fixed up 
an organization, 


Hyland Raymond was decided upon for 
chairman, James Gorse for secretary, 
delegates were all fixed for the Milwau- 
kee and Oshkosh conventions and every 
committee slated. 


CLAIMED NO CAUCUSES. 


The anti-Hearst delegates also held a 


caucus in the municipal coui't room and 
decided upon an 
organization. H. E. 


Zinunermnnn was named for chairman 
and John Wiechers for secretary. But 
when the delegates got in the hall the 
Hearst men were claiming everything 
and had proof that no caucuses were 
held in Raymond, Rochester, Yorkville, 
Dover, Norway and Union Grove; that 
delegates had been illegally named by 
the anti-Hearst men just the same, but 
that they would be thrown out of the 
convention. 


FAILED TO GET CREDENTIALS. 


Another incident of unusual event was 


that the anti-Hearst men who bolted 
•went to the court house and called a 
convention, claiming that it .was ap ad- 
journed convention of the Democratic 
party. A committee of three was named 
to visit the city hall and get the creden- 
tials. Peter Myers wns chairman and 
he walked up to the desk and proceeded 
to take the credentials. Secretary Corse 
made a grab for the papers and held on 
to thetn. Mr. ,'ilyers asked for permis- 
sion to address the convention and was 
called do'.i'n, but finally spoke and said 
he had been sent after the credentials by 
the adjournd convention, but he went 
away empty handed.

Andrew Simonson, chairman of

county committee, called the convention 
to order and briefly stated its objects, 
that of selecting delgates to the stae 
convention at Milwaukee and convention 
at Oshkosh, also a county committee 
and chairman of the committee, the rep- 
resentation in accordance with law being 
given.

Henry G. Presser,. a Hearst delegate,

delegates, be not seated in the conven- 
tion. 


This statement created a furore, and 


Mr. Presaer moved as an amendment to 
the report that where caucuses were not 
held the delegates be nofe.sun.ted. 


A vote was taken and lungs of the op-

PROTESTS UNHEEDED. 


While the delegates were on tlieir 


I««t 11*. Zimmermuisn of Darlington un- 


dertook to state that the vote was not 
fair, for the reason, he had proxies for 
many delegates from his city. 


His remarks were nnfiecded' and the 


amendment of Sir, Presser was carried 
by a vote o'f .44 to 33.' 


Mr. Presser then moved that H. Ray-

legal 'caucuses were held.' 


This report created a, gtorin.' Frank 


Cox, 
of Dover, wanted to .know by what 


right the delegation of that town was 
thrown out.

the court room with the "congratula- 
tions of .his ., friends he; passed by 
Franklin, closely guarded by the

The trial of James Franklin took
